NATIONAL WELFARE GRANTS RULES 1970. 


1 a These Rules may be cited as "The National Welfare 
Grants Rules". 


Pe In these Rules: 


(a) "Minister" means the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare. 


(b) "Estimates" means fhe estimates of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare for the fiscal year 
bho fe ey fa 


(c) "Welfare Agency" means a provincial welfare department, 
a municipal welfare department, voluntary welfare 
service, welfare council or commission, probation or 
correction service, welfare treatment institution, a 
Canadian school of social work, or other Canadian 
institution for professional education in social work, 
and such other organizations engaged in activities 
related to welfare and related services as the 
Minister may designate, and for purposes of research 
activities, a university or research institution; 


(d) "National Welfare Grants" means contributions under 
terms and conditions approved by the Governor-in-Council 
to provinces, welfare agencies including schools of 
social work, and to individuals, to support activities 
of national importance for the improvement of welfare 
services. 


a National Welfare Grants are available to assist welfare 
agencies as defined in these Rules in improving social welfare 
Services through demonstration and other projects related to the 
organization, direction and delivery of social welfare and related 
Services and to the services themselves; through projects designed 
to develop and extend consultation and coordination services; 
through projects seeking to deal with emerging social problems and 
the solutions to them; through projects designed to improve the 
Supply, training and effective utilization of manpower for the 
Social welfare services; through research projects including sur- 
vey, experimental and other research activities related to welfare 
problems and welfare administration and through projects designed 
to develop and extend applied research capability in the social’ 
welfare field; and to assist individuals through scholarships and 
fellowships. 
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4. To these ends the Minister may approve: 


(a) Welfare Services Grants to provincial departments of 
welfare in respect of projects for the improvement of 
welfare administration, the development and extension 
of consultative, coordinating and planning services, 
bursaries and training grants for professional study 
and necessary travel costs in connection therewith at 
Canadian schools of social work and other Canadian 
institutions for professional education in social 
work; staff development grants; and for programs for 
phocomeliac children born in Canada between January l, 
1961 and January 1, 1963, where the drug thalidomide 
was associated, on: a matching basis in accordance 
with these Rules. 


(b) Scholarships to Canadian residents for professional 
Studies at Canadian schools of social work and other 
Canadian institutions for professional education in 
social work and fellowships for study at Canadian and 
foreign universities and necessary travel costs in 
connection therewith. 


(c) Teaching and field instruction grants and planning, 
organization and development grants on a project 
basis to Canadian schools of social work and other 
Canadian institutions for professional education in 
social work. 


(d) Demonstration and other project grants to welfare 
agencies as defined in these Rules for developing and 
improving welfare services and the administration 
thereof. 


(e) Project grants to national voluntary welfare agencies. 


(f) Fellowships for welfare research in Canada not related 
to candidacy for academic degree. 


(g) Research project grants to welfare agencies as defined 
in these Rules. 


=F The Minister may reserve out of the amount provided in 
Vote 35 of the 1970-71 Estimates of the Department of National 
Health and Welfare for contributions under terms and conditions 
approved by the Governor-in-Council to provinces, welfare agencies 
including schools of social work, and to individuals, to support 
activities of national importance for the improvement of welfare 
services, such sum or sums as he may deem appropriate for each of 
the activities referred to in Section 4 above. 
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6. The Minister in the administration of these Rules

May: prescribe such definitions, standards, terms, conditions 

and forms as are not inconsistent with these Rules, and shall 
apply such controls as may be necessary to ensure that in no 
instance is the payment made in respect of a project approved 
under these Rules greater than the agreed upon federal contribu- 
tion. 


te (a) A welfare agency or two or more welfare agencies as 
the case may be, may submit a request for financial 
assistance, pursuant to these Rules, for the purpose 
of conducting a project, to the Minister together 
With a budget therefor. 


(b) Where a request contains information satisfactory 
to the Minister including a statement of the pur- 
pose or object of the project and details of the 
manner in which it is to be carried out and where 
the welfare agency has undertaken in respect of the 
project: 


i) to furnish to the Minister at the end of each 
fiscal year during which the project is in 
progress and at other times as may be required 
by the Minister, a report of the progress and 
development of the project; 


ii) to maintain such records and accounts as are 
necessary and desirable in respect of all 
approved projects, and to permit and to 
afford to the Minister and his officers and 
agents every facility to inspect and examine 
all such records and accounts; and 


iii) to refund to the Receiver General of Canada 
upon termination of the project, or at such 
Carlier time after March 31, 1971 as the 
Minister may on two months" notice require, 
any monies received in connection therewith 
in excess of the amount actually and properly 
expended thereon in accordance with the 
approved budget; 


the Minister may, subject to these Rules and the 
availability of funds, approve the project and 
approve a federal contribution toward the project 
in an amount up to 50% of the approved budget in 
respect of projects submitted pursuant to 
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Section 4(a) above and up to 100% of the 

approved budget in respect of projects or other 
activities submitted under Section 4(b), (c), (d), 
(e), (f£) and (g) above. 


(c) Upon receipt of a statement in satisfactory form 
and content of the amount expended thereon, payment 
of a contribution or contributions may be made in 
respect thereof, provided that the Minister may 
upon request make progress payments based on a 
statement of expenditures and subject to audit at 
the completion of the project. 


(d) For purposes of projects approved pursuant to 
Section 4(a) above, expenditures made by a munici- 
pality named in the project may be recognized as 
expenditures by the province (or in some proportion 
thereof, to be determined by the province) for 
Matching purposes. The provincial department of 
welfare in submitting a claim for projects approved 
under such circumstances may direct that the 
federal reimbursement be paid directly to the 
municipality so named.

4. The Receiver General for Canada shall cancel securities 
pursuant to a direction given under section 3 by making 
the necessary adjustments in the accounts of the Government 
of Canada. 


5. The cancellation of securities pursuant to sections 3 and 
4 shall be effective on the day that the Minister or the person 
authorized by him in writing directs the Receiver General for 
Canada to cancel the securities or on such other day as the 
Minister may direct. 

6. Unmatured coupons attached to bonds shall become 
null and void upon the cancellation of such bonds.

through the Canadian Wheat Board a minimim of 900,000 metric tons 
5 percent more or less, of Canadian wheat, with option to purchase an 
additional 100,000 metric tons, for a total value of approximately 
$70 million, for shipment from Canadian ports during the period June 
1, 1970 to May 31, 1974; 


WHEREAS the agreed terms of payment for each cargo are: 


a cash payment of 5 percent of the gross invoice value 

of each cargo on date of each shipment, and the balance 
of 95 percent payable in equal instalments, with the 
first payment due two years from the Bill of Lading
